NEWNARCOTICS 
ADDICTION TEST 
CONSIDERED HER 


Circuit Attorney, Police 
Studying Nalline 
Method to Enforce 
New State Law. 


Plans to use a new kind of 
test in detecting drug addiction 
are under consideration by the 
circuit attorney's office and the 
St. Louis police department, it 
was announced yesterday. 


Known as the nalline test, it 
has been tried successfully at 
Oakland, Calif. It involves the 
administration of a drug called 
nafline, officialy N-Allylnormor- 
phine, to a person suspected of 
using narcotics 


The drug, which is antago- 
nistic to opium ahd opium 
derivatives, is said to permit a 
positive finding of narcotics 
addiction from a physician's ex- 
amination of the suspect's eyes. 
Officials believe use of the test 
would simplify greatly the task 
of proving tics addiction. 
Addiction a Felony in Missouri. 

Circuit Attorney Thomas F. 
Eagleton and the Police Depart- 
ment announced they were con- 
sidering using the chemical test 
as part of a co-operative effort 
to enforce a new Missouri law 
making narcotics addiction a 
felony. 

Previously, only the sale or 
possession of narcotics or nar- 
cotics apparatus were felonies 
under state law. Now, a person 
convicted of addiction to. drugs 
can be sent to prison from two 
to 20 years.

ARMY ENGINEERS IMPROVISE 
FLOATING DRILL APPARATUS 


Army engineers have welded 
two small barges together to 
improvise a floating boring ap- 
paratus to extract cores of rock 
at the bottom of the Mississippi 
river near the Alton lock, it 
was announced yesterday. 

Studies for a new 1200-foot 
lock proposed to replace the 
present auxiliary lock require 
examination of the cores to de- 
termine foundation conditions, 
Col. Charles B. Schweizer, dis- 
trict engineer, said. 

Sufficient space was left be- | 
tween the barges to mount a 
core drilling machine. A pipe 
easing extends from the barges 
to a point near the bottom of 
the river, Schweizer said, and 
the boring shaft extends through 
the pipe. Four heavy anchors, 
one located off each corner of 
the float, hold the barges 
steady to prevent damage to the | 
Grill shaft. |

Yugoslav and Polish Leaders in Effect Inviting 
Satellites of Russia to Co-operate in a Move 
Toward Independence — A Delicate Maneuver — 
Seek to Appease Suspicious Soviets.

UBTHER opportunities for the growth of national Communism as op- 

posed to the Stalinist variety are seen emerging from the important con- 

fetences between President Tito of Yugoslavia and Poland’s Wladyslaw 
Goniulka and possibly related events of the last few days.

amounted to an Invitation to 
eastern satellites of the Soviet 
Union to co-operate with one another and 
to continue to seek independence from 
Moscow. Independent Yugoslavia is the 
enly Communist stafe successfully to 
break out of the Soviet orbit; after a 
rebellion last year Poland under Gomulka 
achieved a measure of freedom. 


Any move toward independence in 
the satellites fits in with United States 
policy and from this viewpoint the Tito- 

talks resulted in a favorable 
balance for the West. Yugoslavs feel 
the talks constituted a further sharp 
setback for the Stalinist element in the 
Soviet Union. 


It is this element that is in process 
of being purged by the Russian Commu- 
nist party leader, Nikita S. Khrushehev. 
Khrushchev initiated the campaign against 
the Stalinists in his famous speech to 
the twentieth congress of the Soviet Com- 
munist party in February 1956. Yugo- 
slavia’s quarrel was with the Stalinists 
and their concepts and methods.

IN A JOINT COMMUNIQUE at the 
eonclusion of their talks Tito, secretary 
general of the League of Communists 
of Yugoslavia, and Gomulka, first secre- 
tary of the central committee of the 
Polish United Workers Party, indorsed 
certain policies of the Soviet Union, which 
has led some commentators to say they 
strengthened their ties with Moscow. 

The two leaders supported an uncon- 
ditional ban on further nuclear tests as 
a first disarmament step; they said the 
road to German unity is through negotia- 
tion between East and West Germany; 
they declared “final” the provisional (in 
the Western view) Oder-Neisse boundary 
between East Germany and West Poland; 
they said Syria is pursuing an independ- 
ent policy and that the peace in the 
Middle East is being threatened by pres- 
sure against Syria from powers unnamed. 

Another view of the communique is 
that the two leaders are primarily in- 
terested in developing their own nation- 
al Communism and in effect were per- 
fectly willing to “buy off” the Soviet 
Union by a harmless indorsement of 

Soviet policy in return for being let 

alone to pursue their own ways. Tite 
of course wanted to strengthen Gomulka 

as much as possible. 


Poland has a population of 25,000,000 
and a long common border with Soviet 
Russia. Yugoslavia has a population of 
17,000,000 and touches upon the Soviet 
satellites of Romania, Bulgaria, Hungary 
and Albania. It is obvious neither country 
wants to provoke the use of Russian 
force. Since it is basic Russian policy 
to retain control of the satellites, the 
delicacy of maneuvers for independence 
is apparent. 

Yugoslavs consider the timing of Go- 
mulka’s visit to Beigrade important. They 
point out that it could not have taken 
place before the reaction set in, to the 
Khrushchev twentieth congress speech, 
without raising the suspicion that they 
were trying to create a mutual front 
against the Russians. 

Even though the Russians might have 
some misgivings about the meetings it 
was, for public consumption anyway, in 
line with the Russian policy enunciated 
at the twentieth congress. The commu- 
nique termed this congress an “important 
date” and dwelt at some length on the 
desirability of building socialist structures 
in different countries by methods suitable 
for those countries. 


“The co-operation and relations between 
the Communists and workers’ parties as 
well as between the socialist countries 
eught to be based on the principles of 
proletarian internationalism: solidarity, 
mutual aid, sovereignty, equality, friend- 
ship and non-interference in internal af- 
fairs,” the communique stated. 

Replying at length to a toast by Gomul- 
ka at a luncheon Sept. 15 Tito said:

News dispatches from Warsaw indicate 
there is a speculation in Poland as to 
whether the Tito-Gomulka talks may be 
bearing a certain fruit already. Yesterday 
a Polish army delegation headed by Gen. 
Marian Spychalski, defense minister and 
close friend of Gomulka, arrived in 
Peiping for talks with the Chinese Com- 
munists. It was noted that the Chinese 
supported the Poles in their struggle 
with Russia last October. 


Several months ago Mao Tse-tung, pres- 
ident of China, said “let a hundred schools 
of thought contend” in Communist ideol- 
ogy. The view was complementary to the 
Tito position. The doctrine of differing 
roads to socialism was termed “a heresy 
that is now threatening the monolithic 
structure of the Soviet empire” by Allen 
W. Dulles, director of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, in a speech in San Fran- 
cisco Thursday. 

A development somewhat puzzling to 
Western diplomats is the proposal made 
several days ago by Romania that Yugo- 
slavia, Bulgaria, Romania, Greece, Turkey 
and Albania get together and confer on 
mutual problems. There is no great ex- 
pectation that such‘ a conference will 
take place in the near future, but the 
reasons for the proposal have been sub- 
ject to speculation. 


One theory is that the Russians 
prompted the Romanians to suggest the 
meeting in an effort to draw Yugoslavia 
into a grouping in which it would be 
subject to influence by the three satel- 
lites. Greece and Turkey have been 
members of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization for six years. Greece, Turkey 
and Yugoslavia formed a Balkan alliance 
in 1953. 

Another theory, quite different, ia that 
Tito, through close ties with Romanian 
leaders, had a hand in proposing the 
conference, which Tito would use as a 
means of increasing his influence in the 
satellites. Other possible motivations may 
lie deep in the recesses of Balkan intrigue.

A few weeks ago the Yugoslavs an- 
nounced Russia had reaffirmed pledges 
of $250,000,000 for economic and tech- 
nical ald for aluminum, hydroelectric 
and fertilizer projects. Reports are that 
the Yugoslavs have reached an agree- 
ment with Russia and East Germany 
for loans and equipment te permit the 
annual production of 50,000 tons of 
aluminum. 

The Yugoslavs feel they can handle 
another 50,000 to 100,000 tons of alumi- 
num capacity and would be glad to have 
the United States make an offer to help 
develop it. The United States was in- 
formed, before the Russian agreement, of 
Yugoslav hopes for aluminum expansion. 
Reception of assistance from both Russia 
and the United States would be in line 
with Yugoslav policy. 

Last spring a group of Yugoslav econo- 
mists and directors of state enterprises 
headed by Ivo Barbalic, a foreign trade 
official, talked with American business 
men and officials. Barbalic concluded 
Yugoslavia could export to the United 
States additional canned food, steel tubes, 
copper cable and plate and handcrafts. 
Copper, lead and zinc are exported to 
various countries. 

Mainly an agricultural nation, Yugo- 
slavia has been busy developing an indus- 
trial plant. In 1955 Yugoslavia exported 
$70,000,000 worth of mineral products, 
20 per cent more than the value of all 
exports in 1954. Mineral products valued 
at $17,000,000 were exported to the United 
States in 1955; some 58 per cent of that 
consisted of refined lead.

It is 
no secret that they believe a fight to 
save the Teamsters membership from cor- 
rupt domination would be easier to win 
than the one they waged in the name 
of saving the human assets of other unions 
under Communist domination. They feel 
that the Communist leaders were smart, 
vigorous and resourceful, while the bulk 
of the Teamsters’ léaders are dull, lazy 
and unimaginative.

Its membership includes dozens of dif- 
ferent types of workers, including ware- 
housemen, cannery workers, filling station 
attendants, auto salesmen, laboratory 
workers, department store clerks, white 
collar and blue collar mail order house 
employes, vending machine servicemen, 
car washers and a host of other non- 
trucker groups. 

These segments, unsustained by any 
traditional loyalty to the Teamster Union 
such as the old-line truck driver thrives 
on, would be sitting ducks for raiding 
parties by other unions. And it would 
be this type of foray which could set off 
some of the roughest resistance by the 
Teamsters, who can be very rough indeed. 

The Teamsters officers need their 
AFL-CIO affiliation and need it badly, 
prestige-wise. Their operations, especially 
in the larger cities, where they are 
strongest, depend a great deal on political 
alliances, not at the national level but at 
the state and local lines. Teamsters lead- 
ers generally are practical men who can 
conveniently adapt themselves to the po- 
litical coloration prevailing locally at the 
moment. There probably will be no 


room, however, in the political makeup 
of any community for a representative 
of a union publicly branded as the instru- 
ment of thieves, hoodlums and criminals 
by its own national federation.

WHEN HE TALKS about the U.N.

Dag Hammarskjold stresses the impor- 
tance of timing.

The little group of U.N. officials who 
helped to find a solution were acutely 
aware of the differences setting the Arabs 
apart. In discusssing their approach to 
the task, Hammarskjold expresses his own 
conviction that these differences are not 
so much political or even economic as 
they are religious. The religion of Islam 
is a powerful stimulus to Arab national- 
ism, supplying much of the dynamism 
that has stirred a primitive and once 
indifferent people to widespread revolt.

Huck Finn Offensive? 


To the Editor of the Pokt-Dispatch: 


Now that it’s the fashion to call 
sin virtue and Communism democ- 
racy and horsepower safety, scarcely 
any invasion of sense can expéct to 
attract much attention. 


But when “Huckleberry Finn” is 
barred from the syllabus of New 
York public schools as being “racial- 
ly offensive” to Negroes, not even 
my more jaded apeneew will stay 
down. I have always considered 
“Huckleberry Finn” to be one of 
the most moving defenses of racial 
tolerance and understanding ever 
penned. Is something wrong with 
me? 

To my reading, the protagonist of 
the novel is not so much Huck him- 
sel as the runaway slave, Jim. Jim 
to be sure is no chromium-plated 
angel a la Howard Fast, for Mark 
Twain was too sure and honest an 
observer to picture the slave as other 
than such a man would have been: 
ignorant, illiterate, and ridden with 
superstition. 

Yet so great was Mark Twain's 
genius that out of such unlikely 
material he created perhaps the 
noblest character in English fiction. 
It was Jim, you recall, who was over- 
whelmed with remorse at the 
thought of how, _— before, he had 
struck his little daughter for inatten- 
tion, not realizing that the child had 
become deaf. 


It ‘was Jim, too, who ected 
Huck from the sight of his dead 
father in the floating house, saying 
gently, “. . . doan you look at his 
face—it’s too gashly.” And in the 
end it was Jim who halted his flight 
in order to obtain a doctor for the 
wounded Tom Sawyer, even though 
he believed that he was throwing 
away his chance for freedom. 


And for all his untutored good- 
ness, Jim was no fool either, as wit- 
ness his comments on King Solomon 
and the baby claimed by two 
mothers.

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More Doctors Sooner 


An outstanding American medical school, the 
Johns Hopkins University in Baltimore, is mak- 
ing an original and very promising attack on 
the problem of medical care insofar as this 
stems from the nation’s shortage of doctors. In 
spite of talk that the advances of medicine 
require ever more time for the training of doc- 
tors, Johns Hopkins is about to cut two 


then to medical schoo! for another four, and he 
spends from two to five years as an intern and 
resident. To develop a specialty, another year 
or more may be added. This means e minimum 
of 10 years, and frequently it means 13 years or 
more spent in training. That is a long time. And 
it is costly. . 
* * -« 

Under the new Johns Hopkins plan, a student 
will devote his first two years in college to the 
humanities and social sciences. In his junior 
year he will begin intensive work in chemistry, 
genetics and other sciences. The next three 
years will be devoted to redesigned medical 
courses as well as optional courses in such re- 
lated fields as psychology and the philosophy 
of science. 


The usual senfor year in medicine will be 
devoted to a rotating internship, with the stu- 
dent living in a hospital and taking a larger 
share of clinical responsibility than under the 
present system. So he will be ready for an ad- 
vanced residency in some special field as soon as 
he gets his degree. He will, incidentally, have 
been awarded his A.B. at the end of the second 
year in medicine. 


In short, Johns Hopkins will attempt to do 
for medical training what the University of 
Chicago did two decades ago for legal education. 
That fs, it will seck to integrate preliminary and 
professional courses for greater effectiveness 
while at the same time reducing the heavy 
Claim on the student’s time.

As a beginning, Johns Hopkins will admit 
about 20 students to the new course. Others 
will follow the present pattern. Thus the uni- 
versity will be able to evaluate the effectiveness 
of the two methods not only during the years 
in school but also in the é¢ubsequent years of 
practice. 


The innovation is so promising that it is being 
supported by grants from the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation, the Ford Foundation, the Commonwealth 
Fund and the United States Public Health Serv- 
ice. The new coursé should be, in the words 
of the Rockefeller Foundation, “a solution to 
the widening gap between the numbers of doc- 
tors available and the demands for medical care 
created by a population growing both in actual 
numbers and in health awareness.” 


It should be closely watched for possible 
adoption by other medical schools, especially 
those under the auspices of state universities 
which have a particular obligation to meet the 
needs of the public which supports them. 
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The President to Little Rock 


President Eisenhower has expressed the na- 
tion’s hope that Little Rock will proceed with 
its gradual school integration in peace and with 
respect for law. 

As the President noted in his statement Sat- 
urday, the way is open for the citizenry of 
Little Rock to.do on Monday what Gov. Faubus 
alone prevented them from doing three weeks 
ago. The Governor, under federal court order, 
has removed the National Guard from a high 
school, The school board has announced it 
would carry out its interrupted plan for inte 
gration. And Little Rock’s police under Mayor 
Woodrow Wilson Mann propose to maintain law 
and order, as they were ready to do before Gov. 
Faubus interfered. 

Mr. Eisenhower says that “I am confident that 
they (the citizens) will vigorously oppose any 
violence by extremists.” And he has expressed 
sympathy for the parents whose nine children 
were kept out of school, adding that both the 
parents and children “have conducted them- 
selves with dignity and restraint.” 

There has been no evidence that the majority 
of Little Rock citizens ever sympathized with 
violence or wished for anything less than dignity 
and restraint. As schoal begins another week, 
the community will have an opportunity to heed 
the President and to prove itself.

National security becomes the more complex 
as time passes. Before World War II our defense 
necessities required that we be prepared to de- 
fend ourselves only in a conventional-type war. 
This was based almost entirely on well-estab- 
lished explosives. But late in World War II, 
the atomic bomb came into being and changed 
all this. Now it is netessary for the United 
States to be preparéd also for a war in which 
small atomic weapons and munitions might be 
used against troops and military installations. 
Finally we have no choice, in the world as it is 
now, but to be ready to repel an all-out thermo- 
nuclear attack. 

It is the belief of the Post-Dispatch that this 
country would run a grave risk if the American 
people placed all their reliance in any one of 
these three plans of defense. As our leaders 
work for a genuine and safe basis for disarma- 
ment, they must keep up our defenses in all 
three categories of possibility. 


This country could not have taken the lead 
in the defense of South Korea on a limited 
war basis if we had put all our defense eggs in 
the atomic bomb basket. Conversely we wold 
not be prepared for a new-type war from the 
skies if we had not pushed ahead in the last 
decade with military research and development. 

The people need to know much more about 
our defense program than has yet been revealed 
in Washington. Right now we need to know, 
among other things, whether the new cuts rep- 
resent only required economies or whether they 
reflect a changed defense policy of greater and 
greater trust in nuclear weapons. 

As of now the citizen can only read the news 
of the cuts from day to day and wonder if his 
security, and his family’s, is being adequately 
protected. 
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Jean Sibelius, Patriot 

Few great artists are truly nationalistic. The 
musical patriot, for example, generally is so 
influenced by folk songs and other native 
themes that he falls short of the originality and 
the universality of appeal which are the hall- 
marks of genius of the first order. He writes 
no Ninth Symphony. 

To this, Jean Sibelius was an outstanding 
exception. His “Finlandia,” while not the most 
profound of his many works, is the most popular; 
and it is popular everywhere. It was written 
to reflect and to stimulate Finland's thirst for 
freedgm. It is full of the sagas and the dark 
forests of the north, of a nation’s brooding, 
melancholy yearning, yet it is wholly original;

Eric Blom has said that Sibelius was regarded 
by his compatriots with a “veneration which only 
so civilized, united and democratic a people, and 
perhaps only a small people, can accord to a 
creative artist of its own race.” Yet all nations 
pay tribute to Sibelius in direct proportion to 
their respect for greatness in the arts.

Vindication of a Hero

“BRAVEST OF THE BRAVE!" 
That was Ney, Marshal of France, hero 
of the Napoleonic Wars, whose fantastic 
courage won the admiration of his ene- 
mies and the love of his countrymen. 
For his military exploits, this fon of a 
humble cooper was titled Prince of 
Moscow. He became a Peer of France— 
and died before a firing squad of French 
soldiers! To those who knew this tall, 
red-headed Marshal only as the man 
who cried, “Come, see how a Marshal 
of France can die!” as the Old Guard 
reeled back in defeat at Waterloo, its 
eagles crimson with blood and trailing 
in the dust, this account will come as 
a crashing shock. 


Harold Kurtz, who has uncovered the 
events of this tragic denouement, is an 
Englishman who was an official observer 


’ of the Nuremberg Trials in which the

Although, and perhaps because he is 
English, Kurtz here: pays a debt of 
honor, with the legendary English spirit 
of fair play, to the man whom Welling- 
ton out-generaled and then abandoned 
to the retributive demands of the British 
cabinet. But the author undertakes his 
task as more than simple biography; he 
considers it a forgotten page in modern 
history and international relations.

Bold, but Complex, Strauss Opera 


RICHARD STRAUSS’ 
opera “The Woman With- 
out a Shadow” is an impor- 
tant work in which the com- 
poser’s intellectual and lyri- 
cal powers are exercised with 
an extraordinary degree of 
virtuosity. A recording of 
this opera by a group of 
first rank European artists 
under the direction of Karl 
Bohm presents a bold, elo- 
quent and—when appropriate 
—a delicate projection of an 
unusually complex score. 
(London, five 12-inch records 
with German-English libret- 
to.) The plain truth about 
this opera, however, is that 
it’s too long and too esoteric 
in meaning for the general 
operatic audience. 

The Womanh* Without a 
Shadow must acquire one in 
order to save herself from 
banishment to the non-human 
realm of her origin. Under 
the influence of a companion 
of similar non-human status 
she tries to cajole and bribe a 
peasant’s wife into giving up 
her own shadow. The peasant 
woman is tempted but finally 
agrees to the proposal through 
compassion while rejecting 
the promised worldly re- 
wards. In the end both 
women are saved; the first 
from the sacrifice of herself 
and her husband, the second 
from the disenchantment with 


life that had overtaken her, 
and both women cast their 
shadows when the sun shines 
upon them. 


THIS CRUDE  oversim- 
plification does not begin te 
suggest the subtlety and sym- 
bolical allusiveness of Huge 
von Hofmannstahl’s libretto. 
What Hofmannstahl seems to 
be saying, however, can be 
reduced to a fairly simple 
proposition, viz: What one 
gives through love is never 
lost. I wish Mr. Hofmann- 
stahl had worked out his 
theme in more human and 
more intelligible terms. His 
symbolic and allegorical de- 
vices plus his recourse to 
magic discourage all attempts 
to understand the action 
scene by saene. 


It still has its rewards. 
Many scenes are realized in 
language of unmistakable in- 
tensity, richness, brilliance 
and poetic rapture. The large 
cast is headed by the tenor 
Hans Hopf, Leonie Rysanek, 
soprano, Christel Goltz and 
Paul Schoeffler, bass and 
baritone.

Neither 
has ever been knocked out, al- 
though Robinson failed to an- 
swer the bell for the four- 
teenth round in his match for 
the light-heavyweight cham- 


pionship against Joe Maxim 
in Yankee Stadium, June 25, 
1952. 


The temperature was re- 
corded as 104 at ringside that 
night and Robinson always 
said the heat caused his col- 
lapse, although there was a 
strong suspicion among ring- 
siders that Maxim’s left hand 
blows to the body had some- 
thing to do with it, also. 

In any event the Robinson- 
Basilio match has attracted 
more attention than any box- 
ing bout since the Rocky Mar- 
ciano-Archie Moore _ fight, 
Sept. 21, 1955, when an effec- 
tive advertising campaign by 
Moore turned the event into 
a million-dollar affair. 

They are talking in box 
car figures about receipts and 
theater TV receipts Monday, 
with some predicting that 45,- 
000 persons will pay approx- 

‘imately $800,000 at the gate 
in the Stadium and more, than 
500,000 turning in more than 
$2,000,000 to 173 theaters in 
130 cities, to see the bout on 
television. 

The record for gate receipts 
under the heavyweight class 
is now held by Robinson and 
Randy Turpin, who attracted 
61,370 fans and $767,626 for 
their middleweight titie 
match at the Polo Grounds, 
Sept. 12, 1951.. 

More conservative esti- 
mates are for a gate of about 
$700,000 at the Stadium and 
perhaps a million dollars in 
theater TV. It is difficult to 
guess the TV receipts because 
the prices which various thea- 
ters charge differ, but the In- 
ternational Boxing Club, pro- 
moting the bout, is scheduled 
to receive $1 for each admis- 
sion. Robinson has been 
guaranteed $255,000 from 
theater TV and Basilio $110,- 
000. Of the net receipts for 
the bout, Robinson is to get 
45 per cent and Basilio 20 
per cent, 

So it should be a pretty 
big night for all concerned.

Missouri Qpposed Change. 

The Missotri Conservation 
Commission favored keeping the 
closing time at 30 minutes be- 
fore sunset, as last year, al- 
though most other states in the 
Mississippi flyway advocated a 
later closing time. Missouri 
contended that crippling losses 
are very high just before sun- 
set while the take is relatively 
small. It also said the sunset 
deadline helps game violators 
escape detection. 

Waterfowl experts agree that 
wood ducks are particularly 
vulnerable to late afternoon 
shooting. However, shooting of 
woodies will not be permitted 
again this year in Missouri and 
Illinois. 

The regulation prohibiting 
the shooting of waterfowl until 
noon on opening day is no 
longer in effect, except for that 
part of Chariton county, Mis- 
souri, lying west 6f State High- 
way 5 and north of U.S. High- 
way 24. 

Limits remain the same: 
Four ducks daily, eight in pos- 
session; five geese daily, five 
in possession. The bag of geese 
must include no more than two 
Canada geese. 

As very few Snow and blue 
geese are bagged in Illinois and 
Missouri, the limits, from prac- 
tical consideration, are two 
Canadas. 

In Illinois, the taking of geese 
will be limited to 50 days, from 
Nov. 8 through Dec. 7, in Alex- 
ander, Williamson and Union 
counties. 

Old-Style Calls Are Legal. 

Although the United States 
Fish and Wildlife Service has 
outlawed the use of electronic 
calls, such as recording devices, 
for waterfowl hunting, the old- 
fashioned duck and goose calls 
are still legal.

Last year, 75,772 federal duck 
stamps were sold in Missouri 
and 125,185 in Illinois .

He was driven to listening to 
the radio for twof reasons, he 
indicates. 


One, a young colleague back ' 
from a trip abroad had told 
him that “American jazz reigned 
unchallenged from Bombay 
through Tashkent, from Moscow 
to Warsaw and Belgrade.”

“Well, I thought,” Acheson , 
writes, “what gurgles like water | 
in a weary land is worth a’ 
taste.” | 
But what really caused him 
to turn on the car radio, he 
adds, was the growth of sub- 
urban development that blotted 
out such delightful rustic views 
as “red-winged blackbirds and 
meadowlarks along the honey- 
suckle fences . .. cattle still 
eager for the damp grass, etc.” 

“There is something unique 
and categoric about all orches-

It does seem odd to be talk- 
ing of dry soils in this year of 
excess rainfall.

water. Copious, drenching rains 
will be needed to correct this

Wherever he is, he tries to 
keep in touch with the office, 
because there are always deci- 
sions to be made which only he 
can make.

‘Anything new?’” 

Zeckendorf once came off 
$50,000 richer in a business deal 
with Branch Rickey, former 
general manager of the St. 
Louis Cardinals and recognized 
as no slouch in handling a dol- 
lar either. Informed that 
Rickey’s 25 per cent stock in- 
terest in the Brooklyn Dodgers 
was for sale, Zeckendorf was on 
the point of bidding $1,000,000 
for it when he learned Rickey 
had agreed to give the other 
stockholders the privilege of 
matching any offer he might 
receive. 

Zeckendorf then refused to 
make a bid unless Rickey would 
pay him a $50,000 consolation 
fee if the other stockholders 
exercised their option. They 
did. The result: Zeckendorf got 
lots of publicity and $50,000. 

His rise up the financial lad- 
der began after he joined his 
uncle, Samuel Borchard, in the

He was born in Paris, IIL, 
175 miles northeast of St. Louis, 
but his family moved to New 
York when he was three years 
old. His father was a shoe 
manufacturer.

It seldom undertakes to fi- 
nance completely a project with 
its own resources, although 
Zeckendorf said this did hap- 
pen in connection with the ex- 
tensive Mile-High development 
in Denver.

N our journey to the Current river this summer, we have 
visited again all of the large springs of the area from 
Montauk down to Big Spring at Van Buren. We have run 
our canoe down the tributary Jacks Fork from the head- 
, waters of this stream to 
Alley Spring—and have 
camped on our timber 
tract in Carter county and 
had an opportunity to ex- 
plore the Peck Ranch 
Wildlife Refuge. On the 
Current itself, we have 
floated the 120 miles or 
more from Cedar Grove 
to Doniphan—and now 
have left only the stretch 
of river from there to the 
Arkansas line which we 
expect to make before 
hard frost. 

Our most recent voyage 
covered the run from Van 
Buren to Doniphan. More 
than ever on this float, we 
realized that while the 

© over-all character of Cur- 
rent river never changes, each part of it, has its own partic- 
ular charm and beauty. From Cedar Grove to Round Spring 
the stream is small and intimate. On its upper reaches, it is 
little used. by the local people except for bank fishing and 
less exploited for recreation than the area downstream. You 
can float it in midweek and never see another boat or fish- 
erman, From Round Spring to the junction of Jacks Fork, 
people along the river begin to use it more and there are 


& 


roughest stretch, with many rapids and log-filled chutes to 
try the boatman’s skill. 
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Below Jacks Fork—and with the addition of 
Blue Spring — the Current becomes noticeably 
larger. Each farm now has its boat landing and the 
local people use the stream both for recreation and 
as a highway to travel up and down. Also for the 
first time, John boats equipped with outboard mo- 
tors can come up from Van Buren, so that it is 
fished from above and below. This increases the 
weekend traffic, although even here during the 
week you are hardly conscious of other people on 
the stream.

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@ OUR FLOAT TRIP last week, on the lower stretch of 
the Current, covered a distance of some 45 miles. Here with 
the addition of Big Spring's half-billion gallons of water a 


day, the Currefit becomes a river of considerable size. Yet 


it is still clear and cold and there is no slackening of its 


swift pace. There are, moreover, enough rough rapids 


strewn with boulders and choked with logs to keep it from 
becoming’ monotonous. There are fewer high bluffs at the 
water’s edge; but this is because, as the valley widens out, 
these are set back from the river. The small pools- which 
add so much to the beauty of the upper Current now be- 
come much larger. They are called “bays” and often have 


deep arms extending back from them where lily pads grow 
in the still water and the beavers build their dams.

The “Tin Lizzie,” still the low- 
est price car, now had a hand 
gearshift, hydraulic shack ab- 
sorbers, four-wheel brakes and 
a windshield wiper — and the 
buyer had his choice of sev- 
eral different colors! 


This was as revolutionary in 
1927 as the appearance of a 
car without wheels gliding on 
air two inches above the sur- 
face of the road would be in 
1957. Tin Pan Alley celebrated 
the metamorphosis of the Ford 
with a smash song hit, “Henry 
Made a Lady Out of Lizzie.” 

Old Henry had turned out 
the Model T for 19 years with- 
out a substantial change in its 
styling or engineering and he 
assumed he could do the same 
thing with the Model A. But 
during the depression of the 
Thirties a car would not sell 
unless it -had something new 
every year. That led to the de- 
velopment of the Ford V-8 in 
1932, a great engineering 
achievement brought about by 
Old Henry’s distaste for six cyl- 
inder engines. He maintained 
that automobiles should be 
made only with combinations of 
four, eight or 16 cylinders. One 
day he came upon a six-cylind- 
er car that had been put to- 
gether at the Ford engineering 
laboratories without his knowl- 
edge. He grabbed an ax and 
demolished it. 


The V-8 engine had only been 
made until then for expensive 
cars. In order to produce it 
within the cost limitations of 
the low-priced Ford, it was 
necessary to cast the cylinder 
block in one solid unit, which 
had never been done in the au- 
tomobile industry. With Old 
Henry pushing them, the found- 
rymen at his Rouge plant man- 
aged to do it.

When Ford moved into semi- 
retirement, he stubbornly re- 
fused to relinquish his author- 
ity at Ford Motor Co. Edsel held 
the title of company president. 
Yet Old Henry would pop up 
now arfd then to veto or change 
one of Edsel’s orders. The situ- 
ation was not only embarrassing 
to Edsel but confusing to every- 
body in the company. Executives 
hestiated to make decisions 
without Old Henry's approval 
for fear that his wrath would 
descend on them later. Old 
Henry was difficult for them to 
find. When he was finally cor- 
nered, after weeks of searching 
and waiting, he would usually 
wave the question aside impa-

Henry’s relations with Edsel,

for it, and don’t tell anybody 
I gave it to you.” A few days 
later, the clerk’s own boss would 
say, “Mr. Ford told me to ask 
you for those papers he left 
with you.” If the employe 
handed over the envelope, he 
would lose his job at the end 
of the week, but if he claimed 
that Ford had never given him 
the papers, he would be pro- 
moted immediately to a more 
responsible position with a 
raise in pay. 

Ernest G. Liebold, Campsall’s 
predecessor as Ford's secretary, 
took the job at an outrageously 
low salary. Two years went by 
with Old Henry piling more and 
more work on Liebold and 
never increasing his pay. Lie- 
bold wanted to complain, but a 
lucky instinct told him to keep 
his mouth shut. Finally Ford 
said to him, “I just wanted to 
see if you'd quit. Write yourself 
a check for $10,000.” 

Bennett passed many such 
loyalty tests with flying col- 
ors. “The reason that I stayed 
with Mr. Ford for thirty years 
was that I always did what he 
wanted me to do,” he has said. 
And unlike Edsel, he never 
tried to give Old Henry advice. 

After Edsel’s death in 1943, 
Bennett was riding high. Old 
Henry, in his eighties and fail- 
ing in health, took back Edsel’s 
position as president of the 
company against his. family’s 
wishes. He made Bennett the 
administrative director of the 
company and raised him to a 
position on the board of direc- 
tors. In his book of Ford 
memoirs, ‘We Never Called Him 
Henry,” Bennett recounts a 
conversation that he says he 
had with the elder Ford after 
Edsel died. The old man asked 
if Bennett thought he had 
treated Edsel cruelly. 

“Cruel, no, but unfair, yes,” 
Bennett said. “If that had been 
me, I'd have got mad.” 

“That's what I wanted him 
to do—get mad,” Ford said. 

“Well, you sure made him 
mad at me,” Bennett said.

DSEL’S two older sons, 

Young Henry and Benson, 

had worked in the company 
before joining the Navy. and 
Air Force, respectively, at the 
outbreak of the war. Benrett 
knew that “y! both shared 
their father’s feelings toward 
him. Bennett had clashed with 
Young Henry often. When 
Benson was at home on leaves 
after Edsel’s death, he openly 
refused to attend company 
meetings when Bennett was 
(The young son, Bill,

Young Henry was released from 
duty with the Navy, after his 
father’s death, to represent the 
Ford family in the active man- 
agement of the Rouge and the 
Willow Run bomber plant.

company had lost touch with 
many of its dealers. On his 
own, Young Henry traveled 
arqund the country to talk with 
them. “I felt we could at least 
let them know that we might 
be selling cars again when the 
war was over,” he says. 

Young Henry's first success- 
ful move against Bennett was 
bringing Jack Davis back from 
exile in California to be the 
sales manager in Dearborn. 
Da a close friend of Edsel's, 
had fallen into Bennett's dis- 
favor before the war. To keep 
him from fired, Edsel 
sm him inte a job in the 
Ford West Coast sales office. 

“Edsel told me to stay in hid- 
ing in California until he cooled 
down Bennett and Old Henry,” 
Davis says. “Years went by and 
nothing happened. Other com- 
panies offered me jobs and I 
turned them down. Then Edsel 
died, and there I was, still wait- 
ing in California. I didn’t know 
what to do so I went on waiting, 
and when the call from Dear- 
born finally came, it was from 
Edsel’s son.”

ITH Davis at his side, 

Young Henry had an expe- 

rienced and trustworthy 
guide who could lead him to 
his father’s friends and steer 
him away from Bennett's fol- 
lowers in the dimly-charted 
channels of the vast Ford or- 
ganization. Another strong and 
well-placed ally in Young 
Henry’s camp was Jehn Bugas, 
the tall, rugged, Wyoming-born 
former agent in charge of the 
FBI's Detroit office, who joined 
the Ford company under curi- 
ous circumstances. 

Bugas became acquainted 
with Edsel and Bennett while 
conducting an FBI investigation 
of thefts at the Ford plant. “I 
drove out to see Bennett in a 
ramshackle old car that I had,” 
he said recently. ‘When I left 
his office, and walked out to 
the parking lot, my car was gone 
and a new Lincoln was standing 
in its place.

My Nuremberg ‘concert 


by JACK BENNY 


This is the time of year when we in show business — 
after the summer hiatus —- begin a new season. But 
one memorable year there was no summer lull. It was 
1945 and I'll never forget it. 

On June 15, just after the collapse of Germany, a 
group including Ingrid Bergman, Martha Tilton and 
me, my fiddle under my arm, began a USO tour of 
Europe. This tour proved different from my USO tours 
of North Africa and the South Pacific: There I had 
seen hardships and heartaches. Now, with victory, 
exuberance filled the air. 

I got the pitch at our first stop. A large sign at the 
camp gate réad: “WELOOME, FRED ALLEN!” That 
same sign greeted me at every post. When my late 
“feuding” friend Fred heard of this, I was in for some 
good-natured ribbing. 

Everywhere we played to the most enthusiastic 
audiences any of us ever had met. It was like old home 


week. “How's Rochester?” “How's Mary?” “How’s 
Dennis Day?” they'd call. But the best was yet to come. 

it happened at Nuremberg. The day was July 4. 
When I reached the stadium where I was to play, I 
‘suddenly found myself surrounded by 40,000 whis- 
tling, cheering, celebration-minded GI's. Down from 
the stands they swarmed. Then, before I knew what 
was happening, I was hoisted in the center of the 
stadium on a pair of sturdy shoulders. 

And there, on the birthday of American independ- 
ence, in that former Nazi stronghold — where only a 
spouted hate — I played the only piece I could think 
of, Love in Bloom. 

That performance, naturally, won't be repeated. 
But if I live to be three times my present 39 years, I'll 
always remember July 4, 1945, and the greatest audi- 
ence a violinist could want.

HEAR 


THE Past few years, Americans have been 


. indicating that one food or another is bad (or, occa- 


sionally, good) for your heart and arteries. The sub- 
ject, controversial among doctors, is doubly charged 
because heart disease is the leading cause of death 
im the U. S. (Last year it killed more than $00,000 
persons. ) 

The net result has been doubt, confusion — and 
fear. Food fads, diet gimmicks, products “to protect 
your heart” have complicated things further. 
Through it all, like sinister threads, have run two 
terms, “fat intake” and “cholesterol.” The former 
has been condemned as a cause of heart fatalities; 
the latter, as a substance that hastens hardening of 
the arteries. 

Recently public concern has reached a fever pitch. 
Throughout the country, people have been calling 
local chapters of the American Heart Association. 
“Should I eat butter?” they ask. “Should I cut out 
fried foods?” “May I drink milk?” And so on. 

To provide the answers, the AHA asked its Nu- 


trition Committee to evaluate all medical findings to - 


date concerning diet and hardening of the arteries. 
For more than a year the Committee sifted medical 
research reports. Now it has come up with the most 
complete information yet available. Herewith, 
PARADE interviews Dr. Herbert Pollack, chairman 
of the Committee and one of the nation’s foremost 
authorities on nutrition. | 


Q@. What are the main types of heart disease? 
A. In simple terms, there are four: arteriosclerosis, 
or hardening of the arteries; hypertension, or high 
blood pressure; rhen matic fever and rheumatic heart 
disease, which often begin in childhood and carry 
over into adulthood; congenital heart disease, which 
usually results from injury before birth. 
Numerically, arteriosclerosis is the most impor- 
tant. A form of this disease, atherosclerosis, was in- 
volved in more than 600,000 heart deaths last year. 


@. Exactly what is atherosclerosis? 

A. Hardening and thickening of the artery walls and 
the lining of the walls. This can lead to a blood clot. 
If the clot blocks the blood supply to the heart 
muscle, a heart attack can result. 


Q. Is the cause of hardening of the arteries known? 
A. No. Diet, heredity and other factors are being 
studied in an attempt to find the causes. So is metab- 
olism, the complicated process by which food is 
broken down in the body and translated into energy. 


@. You mentioned diet. We have all read so much 
about eating in relation to heart trouble. Are Ameri- 
cans “eating themselves to death”? 

A. Some are. Those who remain overweight through 
life — and thus overload their hearts — are likely 
to live fewer years than those who remain at their 
proper weight. Basically, obese people fall into three 
groups: gluttons or compulsive eaters (about 10 per 
cent of the total), so-called glandular cases (1 per 
cent or less) and those, mostly 45 or older, who 
keep eating at a level which adds pounds slowly but 
surely in the face of decreasing physical activity. 


Q. If our problem is obesity, does the American dic! 
contain too many fatty foods? 

A. There is no proof that dietaty fat in itself causes 
hardening of the arteries in the general population 
of this country. Of course, high fat consumption re- 
sults in more obesity. Today we believe fat is far less 
important than total calorie intake and weight 
through life, in relation to heart trouble. 


@. But doesn’t fat intake increase cholesterol? 
A. In some cases. 


@. Exactly what is cholesterol? 

A. It is a fatty chemical produced in the liver. |t 
also occurs in such foods as butter, eggs, cheese and 
animal fats. One of its major tasks within the body 
is to help transport fat through the bloodstream. It 
also is important in the production of bile and cer 
tain hormones. 


@. Haven't many scientists felt that cholesterol in 
the diet is potentially harmful to the heart? 

A. Yes, many doctors. did feel that dietary choles 
terol hastened the process of hardening of the arter- 
ies. One reason may be that cholesterol is the only 
fat substance in diseased arteries than can be posi- 
tively identified under the microscope. But today 
most researchers — though not all — reject that 
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DISEASE 


AND ‘THE FOOD YOU EAT 


Q@. Then you would not advise cutting out high- 
cholesterol foods? 

A. No, not unless your doctor wants you to for 
specific reasons. Don’t feel if you cut down on the 
consumption of these foods that you are “insuring” 
yourself against heart disease. In the opinion of the 
AHA Nutrition Committee, there is no sound evi- 
dence to date that the American pattern of eating 
should be changed radically. 


Q. Is there a real danger in excluding specific foods 
from the diet? 
A. There may be. By excluding highly nutritive 
foods, you may be depriving yourself of. a well- 
rounded diet. This can result in lowered resistance 
to disease, fatigue and other disorders. - 


’ @. What about all we've read concerning the desir- 


ability.of cutting away visible fat from-meat? .- 
A. That's a good idea — at least from a weight- 
control standpoint. Of course, you cannot cut away 
all fat. In many meats, fat comprises about 15 per 
cent of the body of the meat itself. Often you cannot 
even see it. 


*@. Much has been said lately about cooking oils. 


Are some more likely than others to “protect” your 
heart? 
A. There is limited evidence that unsaturated fats 


— corn oil, peanut oil, cottonseed oil and others — - 


tend to reduce cholesterol concentrations in the 
blood. However, no one really knows the significance 
of this in terms of coronary artery disease. 


@. What about new drug preparations said to re- 
duce cholesterol concentrations in the blood? 

A. No.one knows the long-range effects of such 
preparations — or whether they can significantly 
affect the “health” of heart arteries. ; 


@. How does all this square with studies that show 
lowered heart-disease rates in Europe during World 
War Il, when fatty foods were scarce? 

A. Actually, there is good evidence that heart- 
disease deaths started declining before the war in 
some European countries. Thus it is impossible to 
conclude that low-fat, wartime diets were responsi- 
ble. Diets nf&y have played a more important role in 


lowering the wartime incidence in those countries of 
peptic ulcers, diabetes and dental decay. 


Q@. Americans are said to be consuming more fat to- 
day than they did 50 years ago. This has been called 
the reason for the increased incidence of heart dis- 
ease. Do you agree? 

A. It’s debatable. Today the American diet contains 
about 40 per cent fat; but, studies show, this figure 
was about the same in 1905. The AHA Nutrition 
Committee does recommend that fat consumption be 
lowered to 25 or 30 per cent of the total—largely

Q. Is there a “safe” margin of overweight? 

A. Ten per cent should serve as a warning. At 20 
per cent you are seriously endangering yourself. 
Overweight people who reduce and stay at their 
proper weight have a significantly lower death rate 
than obese people. 


@. Why is alcohol sometimes advised for heart pa- 
tients? 

A. Primarily because of its value as a sedative. Alco- 
hol cannot help a rigid blood vessel. 


Q. Is exercise important to your heart? 
A. Yes. Except when prohibited by your doctor, ex- 


pany studies, for example, show a com-’ 


ercise can be beneficial. It stimulates circulation in 
the heart vessels. Sudden, vigorous exercise that you 
are not accustomed to should, as a rule, be avoided. 
Your best bet is to discuss the whole subject with 
your physician. 

Exercise, though, is a vital, often overlooked as- 
pect of overweight. As we grow older, our body 
metabolism “slows down.” And we exercise less. But 
we may continue to eat the same amount. If we do, 
our weight increases. Here’s an example: If a 20- 
year-old, 135-pound man eats and exercises exactly 
the same amount until age 55, he will weigh about 
185, or 50 pounds more than when he was 20. His 
decreased metabolic rate——and decreased food 
needs —— account for the weight gain. 


Q@. Does heredity play a role in heart disease? 

A. Apparently. If your parents or one of them died 
prematurely — in his 40s or 50s — from_ heart 
trouble, you should be doubly cautious about your 
weight. In addition, you should be examined regu- 
larly. 


Q. Is diet implicated in any way in heart disease? 
A. Let me emphasize that findings to date do not 
justify radical changes in eating patterns by the gen- 
eral public. Dietary fat and cholesterol have not been 
proved as causes. However, much remains unknown 
about these two factors. A great deal has to be stud- 
ied. In addition, much more must be learned about 
protein, carbohydrate and other factors in relation 
to heart trouble. 


Q@. Do you have a final word of advice? 

A. Yes. Don’t be stampeded by what you may read 
or hear concerning diet and heart disease. Don’t fall 
for the fad diets or the cure-all foods. Don’t jump on 
any “diet bandwagon” that happens along. 

Eat a balanced diet that adjusts total calories to 
your desirable weight level. Such a diet should em- 
phasize protein from lean meat, fish, poultry and 
animal products, cereals and grains, fruits and vege- 
tables. The fat content of your diet should be regu- 
lated so that you will maintain your proper weight 
for the rest of your life. 

With these precautions — so far as we know now 
— what you eat will not have a significant effect on 
the blood vessels of your heart. 7

GOOD LISTENER

A Midwestern business executive who 
took a course in listening given by the 
American Management Association de- 
cided to test it on his wife. His mar- 
riage of 16 years, with two children, 
had been headed for the divorce courts. 
When his wife complained of his long 
absences, his huffy reply was, “What 
do you want me to do, quit my job?” 


Now, by deliberate listening, he saw . 


she had a point of view. Relations im- 
proved. He took her along on some of 
his business trips. Result: “We're fall- 
ing in love all over again,” he says. 
This is a typical example of how 
good listening pays off, but business- 
men are learning that it also pays off in 


dollars and cents. When the head of 
an equipment concern applied listen- 
ing techniques to his regional sales 
managers, sales shot up 30 per cent. 
In another plant, rejects were cut 25 
per cent when the supervisor really 
listened to workers’ suggestions. Good 
listening quickly settled a strike when 
both sides decided to hearken rather 
than contend for the floor. 


ike Favors it 


Good listening will make you better 
informed, more effective — and more 
popular. And it’s an essential of leader- 
ship today. President Eisenhower, a 
great listener, formed the habit in the 
Army. He always wanted to hear what 
his staff officers had to say, This habit 
is a secret of his charm today; he exudes

interest in people. Other good listeners 
are Gen. George C. Marshall, Henry 
Ford Il, Bing Crosby. “I've learned a 
lot,” says Bing, “by listening to people 
who know far more about a specialty 
than I do.” 

Experts say you spend 45 per cent 
of your communication time listening, 
the rest talking, reading, writing. (A 
good deal of listening time is expended 
on TV, radio and movies.) But good 
listening requires concentration and 
has to be learned. Once learned, it has 
to be kept in shape by constant prac- 
tice. Here are some important rules to 
help you improve your listening ability : 
© Stop being preoccupied with your- 
self. Once you stop translating every- 
thing you hear in terms of your own 
problems and tastes — and develop a

© It isn’t good listening to sit like a 
wooden Indian through talk you don’t 
understand, making believe you do. If 
puzzled, ask questions. It builds you 
up in the speaker's eyes. Use questions 
__to steer the talk toward information 
you'd like to have. 
e If you're one of those people who 
“just can’t” remember instructions or 
get messages straight, make a habit of 
the “feedback” technique. All it means 
is repeating aloud what you were just 
told, so the speaker can confirm it. In 
this way you're not likely to make mis- 
takes. It’s good to get children in the 
habit of doing this when they have 
errands to perform; and it’s an excel- 
lent way to remember names. 
To test your listening ability — and

Highlanders on the prairie 


lowa’s 140-girl bagpipe band — world’s biggest — heads for the gridiron 


IOWA CITY, IOWA. 
This Saturday, cheers will roll across Hawk- 
eye Stadium here for two of the University 
of lowa’s most famous offspring: 1) her 
football team, winner of last New Year's 
Rose Bow! game, as it opens its 1957 season 
against Utah State; 2) the school’s all-girl 
Scottish Highlanders, the largest bagpipe 
band in the world — Scotland included. 

All told, there are about 140 Highlanders, 
four of whom are shown on today’s cover. 
About 70 are regulars; the rest are in train- 
ing to replace girls who graduate. They 
were hand-picked from the 300-plus who 
apply each year for what is rated the most 
desirable girls’ group on campus. 

Just why mystifies some students, since 
piping admittedly is hard work. “You blow 
your brains out for hours,” says one girl, 
“till finally you learn how to coordinate the 
blowing with fingering the keys. My boy 
friend hates it; he says we look. like 
baboons.” we 

But the girls are eager to join because, 
says one, “It's different. We're the No. } all- 
girl bagpipe band in the world.” Chimes in 
another: “You get used to the noise.” Adds 
a third, perhaps the most accurate of all: 
“The kilts are real cute.” | 

The girls are picked thainly because of 
beauty and personality, with musical talent 
secondary. Under the direction of William 
“Bill” Adamson, a Bostonian of Scottish 
ancestry, they spend at least a year learning 
to blow the bagpipe or bang the drum. 
(There are 36 pipers, 30 drummers.) 
Though his pipers are handicapped by-hav- 
ing less wind than men have, Adamson 
says, “They learn quicker because they're 
more willing and they work harder.” 


The H originally were an all- 
male outfit, but World War II draft calls 
dried up the supply of men, Somewhat 
nervously, Adamson advertised for girls — 


and got 300 applicants. He pruned them 
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down to 55. Though none ever had touched 
a bagpipe before, they were skirling reason- 
ably well in a month. 

Besides football games, the Highlanders 
perform at civic and campus fetes, have 
traveled 75,000 miles to play before a total 
of 4 million people; Twice, in 1952 and 
"56, they visited Scotland. 

At first the Scots threw up their hands in 
horror. Growled a politician in Aberdeen: 
“To have these girls exercise their perambu- 
lations and scanties . . . is asking too much 
... Theyll probably be singing Loch 
Lomond in bebop.” 

But when lowa’s Highlanders marched 
into Aberdeen, dressed in authentic Scot- 
tish costumes and reverently piping the tra- 
ditional airs, “The Don’t-Want-’em City,” 
headlined a newspaper, “Went Wild.” 

Dates by Committee 

Wrote Scottish reporters: “Some 10,000 
people cheered them and fought to shake 
their hands . . . There was an almost touch- 
ing finish to the evening as the girls trooped 
off the field... Not before the last red 
tunic had disappeared did the hand-clap- 
ping cease, and behind it all were the strains 
of Will You No’ Come Back Again? sung 
by the crowd.” 

On trips, the girls may date only with the 
approval of a band-elected committee — 
unless the date is a relative. Says Adamson, 
“These girls have more cousins in more 
cities than anybody I've ever seen.” &

If a sick union cannot be cured, 
we must cut it off. But if a cure is possible, 
it must start in the polluted union halls 
around the country. The rank and file of 
afflicted unions must rise and clean house.

How to clean up

How? Let me review, briefly, my own 
experience with the Communists. It began 
back before World War Il, when Red 
elements were infiltrating various Ameri- 
can trade unions — among them the UE 
(United Electrical Workers), which I 
headed. In 1941 the Communists maf- 
aged to capture this powerful union in the 
electrical-man 


to fight for. Friends and supporters within 
the union decided to stick with me, and 
together we undertook to hit back. 

It wasn't easy. In those days we didn’t 
have a concise ethical practices code — 
and the public largely was unaware of our 
efforts. The Communist bosses were firmly 
entrenched. After Pearl Harbor, we were 
at war with the Axis and Russia was our 
ally. Cloaked in the mantle of “legality,” 
the UE’s Red leaders made a common 
front with the employers — allegedly to 
assure labor peace for war production, 
but jargely to defeat democratic unionists. 
With typical distortion, they called me 
“Red baiter”— just one of the small 


stings in their great propaganda arsenal. 

Actually, it took eight years to throw 
the Commies out of the UE. The key to 
victory was a resistance group we formed, 
UE Members for Democratic Action. 
Slowly it gained momentum. The Red 
ringleader, James J. Matles, fought back 
with a trained core of more than 300 or- 


But we too were vocal — and vigorous. 
We ranged the union halls and plants of 
the country, urging and organfzing anti- 
Communist resistance. We whispered, 
shouted and printed all the evidence we 
could find of Red deceit and trickery. We 
fought in the open and plotted behind 

And at last we won. On November 2, 
1949, UE was kicked out of the CIO. 

We were prepared. That same night, 
every employer in the electrical industry 
received a wire saying that our newly 
formed IUE — the International Union 
of Electrical, Radio and Machine Workers 
— was the only legitimate CIO union 
representing the workers in their plants. 
Five days later we opened our first head- 


loose and joimed us. And suddenly it was 
over; the Red grip was broken for good. 


Worker, we went after, and got, reason- 
able overtime scales and nondiscrimina- 
tion clauses. Instead of recruiting for the 
Earl Browder Defense Committee, we ob- 
tained hospitalization programs. Where 
the UE's treasury had been emptied into 
the Communist Party kitty, the IUE’s dues 
were used to serve those who paid them. 

This, in essence, is the course I rec- 
ommend to the Teamsters and the mem-

bers of other corruption-tainted unions. 
They can and will follow it if the AFL- 
CIO acts promptly in their behalf. Law- 
enforcement agencies eventually will 
catch up with Dave Beck and his ilk, but 
no law can give the thousands of decent 
teamsters the clean, militant union they 
urgently meed. That is why I propose a 
program which can be summarized in 
five main points: , 

1) It should be AFL-CIO policy 
help our fellow-unionists keep their 
unions free, democratic and honest — 
just as we help one another gain better 
working and living conditions. 

2) We should give corruption-tainted 
unions every chance at reform. The mem- 
bers of the unions know what to do. They 
need our positive support. 

3) If the tainted unions fail to act, we 
should expel them — at once. We then 
should move promptly to reconstruct 
them, just as the IUE was built on the 
shattered remnants of the cancerous UE. 
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the tainted unions as do their own corrupt 
bosses. We should know when, where 
and how to help their members strike — 
and strike hard. We should have a pool of 
staff men and organizers from all AFL- 
CIO unions ready to move in and help 
build mew unions where necessary. All of 
us in the AFL-CIO must help with money 
— for the organizers, the pamphlets and 
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crooked 


unions

other campaign eXpenses— and with 
such practical aid as lending local union 
halls to anti-corruption groups or protect- 
ing honest unionists against their own 
crooked bosses. 

5) Our plans should be prepared now. 
Perhaps they never will need to be carried 
out — but their very existence will show 
our concern for the victims of Beckism.

Old Virginia 


Now you can celebrate Jamestown’s 350th Birthday

Next month Queen Elizabeth I will visit 
Jamestown, settled 350 years ago in the Eng- 
lish colony of Virginia (named in honor of 
Elizabeth 1). The city is agog with anticipa- 
tion as it prepares for the occasion. There 
will be visits of state to historic sites. There 
will be stately balls and there will be feasting, 
with lavish displays of the traditional foods 
of colonial days — including buffets like that 
above, with three meat dishes and a host of 
accompaniménts in the way of vegetables 
hot breads and relishes. .

the colonists developed still are prime favo- 
rites with the citizens of Virginia. Among 
them are hominy grits, cornmeal, Brunswick 
stew, barbecued meats and specially cured 
ham from peanut-fed hogs — ham that cuts 
into thin, rosy slices of rich, salty-sweet meat 
unigue in flavor. Local industries process 
many of these foods and sell them for the 
enjoyment of the nation. For you, here are 
modern recipes for Brunswick stew and an 
authentic Virginia vegetable dish. 


BRUNSWICK STEW 


stewing chicken, 2 pkg. (12 oz. each) 
3-4 Ibs., cut up frozen lima beans 
1 can (12 oz.) kernel 
I corn 
VY 1 can (1 Ib.) cut okra 
1 can (1 Ib.) tomatoes Few grains pepper 
1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 

Cover chicken with boiling water; cover; simmer 1 
hour. Add salt, onion and tomatoes; simme* half an 
hour.

SHYNESS 


A 14-year-old girl from Grosse Ile, Mich., re- 
cently wrote me: “All articles on teen-age prob- 
lems tell us just to ‘be natural’ when on dates. How 
can you be natural if you're naturally shy?” 


“Everybody says: ‘Be interested in people,” says . 


a Greenville, S. C., boy. “Well, I know I should 
like people and be interested in them. But how?” 

To get the answers to these questions, and 
others like them, I conducted a panel discussion 
with six of the 246 young people observing State_ 
4-H Week at the University of Connecticut. 

We began the discussion on this premise: Shy- 
ness is a problem for almost everyone — at least 
some of the time. Then we proceeded with the 
question: What is it like to be shy? 

The reactions of various panelists went some- 
thing like this: “It gives me butterflies in my 
stomach.” “I get clammy hands.” “I feel as if 
everyone is staring at me.” “I always cross the 
street when I see someone I don’t know well.” 

But why are teenagers shyer than older people? 
Kathleen McCarty (15) thinks that “not knowing 
the right thing to do at the right time is one 
reason for shyness. New experiences,” she says, 
“like going on your first date, make you cringe.” 

Janice Peterson (16) adds: “Not knowing 
what to wear, or what accessories to use, is ter- 
rible.” 

We got back on the dating track when Cecelia 
Hichwa (17) said: “Sometimes the boy is older. 
Then it’s harder to know what to talk about.” 

Gilbert Grant (17) came back with: “The 
whole thing is harder on the boy. Girls seem to 
have the knack of doing the right thing.” 

All right, then. We agreed that teenagers are 
shyer than most people because they're doing so 
many things for the first time. But what you want 
to know is: How can you solve this problem? 

Kathleen feels that forgetting yourself is the 
main thing. “I try to think that the other person 
may be even shyer than I. it helps me feel more 
at ease. Then I have more fun.” 


Have Confidence in Yourself 


“Half the battle is getting practice,” Gilbert 
adds. “If you're going to a dance, do a few steps 
beforehand.” (If you don’t know much about 
dancing, get a girl to teach you. She'll love it.) 

Janice’s advice is to “try not to think that every- 
thing the other person does is right and everything 
you do is wrong. Just say to yourself, ‘Something 
Fn eee at pet be a0 bed oo I 
think.’ ” 


John De Berardinis (17) tries to think of 


things to talk about before going out. “Often, 
though,” he adds sheepishly, “I find myself saying 
just the opposite.” 

And Cecelia pretends that any “new” person 
she’s going out with is an old friend. “That makes 
things easier,” she says. 

“Td be less shy if I knew what a girl expected 
of me,” said Bob Murphy (one of the 240 people 
in the audience). “Just what does a girl expect of 
a boy?” : 

Summed up, the girl panelists answered: He 
should be courteous and neatly dressed; he should 
take an active part in whatever is going on at the 
moment. (If there is dancing, for instance, he 
ought to dance.) And he should pay atfention to 
the girl he’s with. 

Mutual interests Can Help 

Of course, there’s another side to the story: 
What do boys expect of a girl? It was agreed that 
she should have some of the same interests as the 
boy she’s dating; she should dress properly (“I 
like to feel proud of my girl,” said one boy.); she 
should be able to carry on a conversation — but 
not be the life-ofthe-party type. 

Tom Ryan (in the audience) broke in here 
with this problem: How do you feel at ease with 
grown-ups? “Every time I meet my girl’s father,” 
he said, “I can’t think of a word to say.” 

“Say hello,” was Gilbert's answer. “After that, 
all you have to do is answer their questions. 

- “And think of something nice to say about their 
daughters,” hé urged. “Fathers love that sort of 
thing. The weather comes in handy, too.” 

Kathleen added, “Fathers always like to talk 
about the past, Or about cars, or football.” 

After discussing the shyness problem at some 
length, the panel came up with these conclusions: 

e Forget yourself. Others aren't staring at you 
all the time. You just think they are. 

e Try not to act as shy as you feel. 

e Remember, the other person may be as shy 
or shyer than you. Try to make him feel at ease. 

® Don't belittle yourself. As Janice pointed 
out, something about you must be right. 

e Learn the rules of etiquette. 

e Think up topics of conversation before go- 
ing out. 

e Practice by doing. This applies as much to 
conversation as to table manners, dancing, dress.
